WEATHERFORD, TEXAS 
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Refinery Being Built 
Here Now 


Weatherford, Texas, Dec. 15.—The Texas Company 
is to erect refinery soon, 155,000-barrel tank*under con¬ 
struction.—Texas Industrial Record (Dallas). 

The foregoing paragraph was taken from the last is¬ 
sue of the Industrial Record. The secretary called up the 
general offices of the Texas Company at Houston, and 
over long distance phone asked if this statement were 
true. The Houston office did not deny or confirm the 
statement. 

But the company has bought outright fifty acres of 
land three miles south of town and is building on same. 
The Industrial Record usually gets its facts straight. 









What the West Texas Oil 
Development Means For 
Weatherford 


Weatherford has been immensely benefited duiing 
the past year by the development of the Central West 
Texas oil fields, which practical oil men claim are among 
the most extensive and valuable in the world. The de¬ 
velopment of these fields is just beginning and it will take 
years to even test out the territory to say nothing of 

developing it to its full capacity. 

For the past four or five years there has been oil and 
gas development work being done in Palo Pinto and 
Stephens counties and there was a considerable produc¬ 
tion of oil around Strawn, most of the wells being owned 
by the Texas & Pacific Coal Company. Extensive diilling 
was done but the wells were small producers and had to 
be pumped and the field was not considered an inviting 
one by outside capital. Some good gas wells had also 
been brought in near Mineral Wells in 1916 and 1917 and 
a gas line was projected from that field to Fort Woith 
by way of Weatherford, but was not completed on ac¬ 
count of the demands for labor and material brought 
about by America’s entry into the great war. 

It was not until the McCleskey well was brought in 
at Ranger by the Texas & Pacific Company in October, 
1917. that any particular interest was attracted to de¬ 
velopment work in this section. Even after this well 
came in other sections took but scant notice of it for 
several months, although trading in leases and royalties 
in the immediate vicinity of Ranger was active during 
the fall and winter after the McCleskey well was brought 
in. In the spring of 1918 a number of other good pro¬ 
ducing wells came in, some of them running 2,000 banels 
or better and oil men, scouts for the big companies, 
geologists and investors poured into the Ranger country 
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and a leasing campaign began from that town as a center 
that eventually extended over a group of fifteen or 
twenty counties. About the same time the first wells 
were being brought in at Ranger there was rapid pro¬ 
duction in what is known as the shallow oil belt in Brown 
county and that county became a new center for oil 
development in that section of the state. The Duke well 
in Comanche county came in as a big producer early in 
the fall of 1918 and this in turn became a new center of 
development. 

In the summer of 1917 one producing well had been 
brought in by the Parker County Oil & Gas Company 
in the western part of Parker county, but after producing 
a few thousand barrels of oil this well was shot and 
ruined so far as present production is concerned. This 
well was brought in at a depth of 2150 feet and two ad¬ 
ditional wells drilled to about the same depth failed to 
find oil in paying quantities. At the time this is written, 
December, 1918, the oil situation in Parker county is 
as follows: 

There have been drilled in this county six wells at an 
average depth of a little more than 2,000 feet. All of 
these wells struck a strong flow of gas, five of them 
showed traces of oil while one, as stated above, was an 
actual producer of oil. The Sun Oil Company has a rig 
up and is drilling a well eleven miles west of Weather¬ 
ford and three miles south of Millsap. The Sun Company 
has had the territory around the well they are drilling 
carefully surveyed by their geologists and they are confi¬ 
dent of striking oil. Burt & Griffith of Houston are drill¬ 
ing twelve miles east of Weatherford near Aledo, while 
a rig is up on the Gardner ranch near Cresson, in the 
extreme southeastern part of Parker county. This well 
is being backed by Judge I. W. Stephens of Fort Worth 
who has extensive ranch holdings in that section of coun¬ 
try. The Plains Oil Company has a block of land leased 
fifteen miles west of Weatherford, north of Garner and 
are preparing to drill there in the near future. Another 
large block of land some eight or ten miles due north of 
Weatherford is under lease and it is expected it will be 
drilled in a short time. 
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So much for the actual oil development in Parker 
county as it stood in the closing month of 1918. Enough 
has already been done to show that we have both oil and 
gas in the county and with the development work now 
going on it is probably a question of only a short time 
until this county will be classed as a producer. Of course 
it takes the drill to tell the tale but when big oil opera¬ 
tors, who know the log of other wells that have been 
drilled here, come in and spend money for leases and to 
put down deep tests, it would seem that we are likely 
to get some big production at any time. 

It is not necessary for oil to be struck in this immedi¬ 
ate vicinity for Weatherford to reap a rich harvest from 
the oil strike west of here. With the oil development 
there was a tremendous increase in trade in what has 
long been Weatherford's legitimate trade territory, 
namely that west and northwest of here. Our bankers 
and business men have catered to the financial and com¬ 
mercial needs of this section and in turn have been im¬ 
mensely benefited. But the most direct benefit has been 
from the large number of the newly rich oil men, who 
having money to live wherever they wished and finding 
Weatherford a place that answered their every need as a 
quiet, residence city, have moved here to live and educate 
their families. Scores of these families have moved here 
within the past few months, many of them buying homes 
and others buying unimproved property and building. 
The result has been a great deal of building activity dur¬ 
ing the spring, summer and fall of 1918 and with pros¬ 
pects for a big building campaign to be carried on during 
next year. 

Many of the men who have moved here rate their 
wealth in the hundreds of thousands and some of them at 
least, will no doubt be in the millionaire class by the time 
the property they hold in the oil fields has been fully de¬ 
veloped. In addition to these who have moved here there 
are many other Weatherford citizens who either had 
holdings in the oil belt before the strike or who acquired 
land or leases by purchase there later and have made 
comfortable fortunes from the oil development. 
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One of the immediate benefits to Weatherford has 
been the building of pipe lines through the county, hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars having already been paid 
out for right of way and for labor in the construction of 
the lines. The Texas Company was the first to get their 
line completed from Ranger to Fort Worth, passing 
through the central part of the county about three miles 
below Weatherford. This company purchased fifty acres 
of land where their line crossed the Santa Fe railroad a 
short distance from Weatherford and put in a pumping 
station, and a number of cottages will be built for em¬ 
ployes who look after the pumping station and care for 
the line. 

The Gulf Production Company is building both a pipe 
line and telephone line from Ranger to Fort Worth, cross¬ 
ing the Brazos river near Brannon’s Bridge and passing 
about six miles below Weatherford. The Gulf Company 
has bought sixty acres of land near Brock and will put 
in their pumping station at that point. The Magnolia 
Petroleum Company has a line surveyed through the 
county almost paralleling the Gulf Production Company’s 
line but this was held up temporarily by the government 
on account of the shortage of labor and material, the 
reason being given for this that the Magnolia could use 
the Gulf line for the present. 

As the West Texas field develops other oil lines as 
well as gas lines will be built across the county and will 
enormously increase the taxable values of the county. 
North Texas, with its large cities and densely populated 
farming country is the logical marketing and distributing 
center for a large part of the oil and gas from these fields 
and Weatherford and Parker county are bound to receive 
proportionate benefits as the development is carried on 

and the business caused by it continues to grow and ex¬ 
pand. 
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Weatherford and Parser County 


Parker county is immediately west of Tarrant county, 
and Fort Worth is the passway for most of the railroads 
through Texas.. Weatherford, county seat of Parker, 
is thirty-one miles west of Fort Worth, on the Texas & 
Pacific Railway, and is also on the Santa Fe Railway. 

There are four railroads centering in Weatherford— 
the Texas & Pacific, the Santa Fe, the Weatherford, Min¬ 
eral Wells & Northwestern, and the Gulf, Texas & West¬ 
ern. 

THE COUNTY SEAT 

Weatherford is the trading center of all of Parker 
county, and parts of Jack, Wise, Hood and Palo Pinto 
counties. There is a population of 100,000 living in Wea¬ 
therford’s trade territory. It has excellent natural drain¬ 
age into the Trinity river on the east and the Brazos on 
the west. 

Weatherford has always been known as the home of 
a progressive, law-abiding and moral people, and this 
reputation has attracted a splendid class of citizenry. 

LOCATION AND NATURAL ADVANTAGES 

Weatherford is built on one of nature’s beauty spots, 
lying as it does almost on the crest of the divide of the 
Brazos and Trinity valleys. On the beautirui Mineral 
Heights driveway just west of the city one can see, on a 
clear day, the Comanche peak, forty miles away. On 
another driveway north of town one can see for miles 
down the valley of the Clear Fork of the Trinity and 
across the prairies almost to Fort Worth. 

HEALTH 

One of the most, if not the most, important point to 
consider when thinking of moving to a new country is the 
health and salubrity of that country, and one of the best 
ways to judge of this point is to visit the public schools 
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and look over the children assembled there. The general 
health of the community is exceptionally good. Our alti¬ 
tude is 1,109 feet above sea level at the Texas & Pacific 
depot, which is about the lowest point in the town; the 
drainage of the city and county is naturally good, so that 
standing water never remains to foster and breed malaria 
and other germs. 

Sunstrokes and heat prostrations are practically un¬ 
known in Texas, and in this county hot and sleepless 
nights are very, very seldom experienced; in fact our 
nights are invariably cooled by the gulf breezes. No 
malaria, no causes for sickness. 

CITY GOVERNMENT 

In the spring of 1918 Weatherford voted to change 
from aldermanic to the commission form of govern¬ 
ment and a new charter was adopted that Is modern and 
up to date in every respect. At the first election held in 
June, 1918, W. M. Bunch was elected Mayor and W. E. 
Richards and Jim Crawford Commissioners. The new 
administration is planning extensive municipal improve¬ 
ments, including the paving of the square and the four 
main streets of the city. 

PUBLIC UTILITIES 

The City of Weatherford owns its own sewerage sys¬ 
tem, including a modern disposal plant consisting of 
double septic tanks and filter beds that comply with the 
state law in regard to matters of this kind. In addition 
to this the city also operates a sanitary service for the 
cleaning and disinfecting of surface closets. 

The City of Weatherford Water & Light Company is 
a privately and not municipally owned plan: as its name 
would indicate but it gives an excellent service at a very 
reasonable rate. There is a twenty-four-hour-a-day elec¬ 
tric light service and in addition to supplying lights for 
street lighting and to business houses, factories and 
homes it also furnishes current to a number of factories 
in the city. An excellent water supply is obtained from 
wells at a depth of 400 feet and this is furnished in 
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abundant quantities for all purposes, including file pio- 
tection. 

The gas plant here was recently purchased by a com¬ 
pany that has extensive holdings in the Palo Pinto county 
gas field and as quickly as the work can be done natuial 
gas will be piped here and turned into the mains. 

EDUCATION 

Our citizens foster with care every department ot 
our educational system, and feel a commendable pride in 
the results. Every year some of Parker county’s citizens 
achieve distinction, and we give the credit to our schools, 
as having furnished them the means to win in the aiena 
of the world’s strife. 

We unhesitatingly guarantee an atmosphere of peace 
and law and order in Parker county, such as you will 
seldom find in any community and never excel anywhere 

else. 

Weatherford’s schools are second to none for a city 
of its size. There are four ward school buildings, em¬ 
ploying an average of five teachers to each ward that 
take care of the children up to and including the sixth 
grade. These ward buildings are conveniently located 
in different sections of the city so that none of the smallei 
children have any great distance to go. The Central 
building, located two blocks from the public squaie, 
takes care of the seventh grades and High school. The 
High school is affiliated with the State University and 
prepares the students for college or for active duties of 
life. There are both domestic science and business 
courses and these have proved to be of inestimable value 
in preparing and training young people to meet the ieal 
problems of life. 

Weatherford College, which has been under the 
management of Prof. J. E. Binkley for the past four 
years, is operated as a training school for boys and girls 
and is noted for the thorough work done in all 
branches. This school specializes in preparing young 
people for college who have lost time from school and 
who wish to make more rapid progress than is possible

HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENT 

Parker was one of the first counties in this section of 
the state to build good roads and there are hundreds of 
miles of graded and graveled highways in the county. 
These roads were sufficient to handle the traffic until the 
enormous increase in the number of automobiles and 
trucks showed that roads of a more permanent nature 
would have to be provided, especially for the main high¬ 
ways where the traffic is heaviest. In October, 1918, a 
bond issue for $400,000 was voted for the entire county 
and there is a promise of state and federal aid of about 
$75,000 to supplement this fund. With this amount of 
money to spend a great deal of permanent road building 
can be done. As the state and federal aid will be applied 
to the east and west highways across the county it is ex¬ 
pected that a first-class highway can be built across the 
county from the Tarrant county line to the Palo Pinto 
county line by way of Weatherford and Garner and an¬ 
other branch running from Weatherford to the Palo Pinto 
county line by Millsap. 

With a population of 6,000 Weatherford stretches al¬ 
most three miles north and south and nearly the same dis¬ 
tance east and west. There has been an abundance of 
room for building and many lovely homes dot the out¬ 
skirts of the city. The early settlers liked room and even 
in the more thickly settled sections of the city most of 
the lots have a 100-foot front, and 200 feet or more in 
depth. The 50-foot lot that has just room enough for a 
residence and a driveway on the side is almost unknown. 
A man who buys a home or a building lot In Weather¬ 
ford nearly always gets room enough so he can breathe 
without disturbing his neighbors.

Fruit trees can also be found 
around many of the homes where the owners like to com¬ 
bine beauty and utility. 


BANKING FACILITIES 

Weatherford has four strong banking institutions. 
These aie the First National and First State Banks and 
the Citizens National Bank and Merchants & Farmers 
State Bank. These banks have combined surplus and 
profits ot about $600,000 and their average deposits 
throughout the year are $2,000,000. The record of the 
banking business in this city is particularly good, there 
never having been a banking failure here and no deposi¬ 
tor ever lost a dollar in a Weatherford bank. These four 
banks are able and willing to finance any legitimate busi¬ 
ness enterprise in this trade territory, and their clientage 
includes business and professional men, manufacturers, 
farmers, cattle feeders and oil men. 

MARKETS FOR PRODUCE 

Aside from the fact that Weatherford, with its more 
than 6,000 population, affords a pretty fair market for a 
gieat deal of stuff and is the principal market for the 
county’s cotton crop, there is Fort Worth, a city of nearly 
80,000 persons just thirty-one miles east, with Dallas only 
sixty miles east from Weatherford, with its more than 
150,000 population.

ship her. 

Hog cholera is practically unknown in Parker county. 
Any one desiring to go into the business of livestock rais¬ 
ing would find here almost ideal conditions. It would be 
a difficult matter to find a better location anywhere in 
Texas for animal husbandry. 

RAINFALL 

The average rainfall, as shown by government rec¬ 
ords for many years back, averages between thirty and 
thirty-five inches in the course of a year, in winter the 
thermometer occasionally registers as low as zero. 

SOILS OF THE COUNTY 

The soils are varied. The southern portion is rolling 
prairie, broken in the extreme southern section by the 
Brazos river valley. The northern portion has consider¬ 
able level lands, some hills, and is traversed by the Clear 
Fork of the Trinity river and numerous tributaries. 

MARKET FOR HOGS 

To those who might desire engaging in the growing 
of hogs for market, there is here afforded, at all times of 
the year, a convenient, easily reached, reliable market 
in the stock yards at Fort Worth, where the best prices 
may be and are obtained throughout the year.
